THE TURKEY TROT. 


The “‘ turkey trot’? was most popular in 
Belfast during the festive season, tens of 
thousands of prime birds being disposed 
of through various channels. Figures have 
been issued by the Ministry of Agriculture 
which show that Ulster is now the most 
intensive turkey-rearing district in the 
British Isles, not excepting even the 
famous turkey-raising counties of Norfolk 
and Suffolk. In Northern Ireland there 
are twelve tarkeys to the hundred acres 
of crops and grass, while the Free State 
comes next with about seven, the figures 
for England and Wales being 2.6 and 
Scotland 1.9. Southern Ireland, however, 
leads the way with geese with 10.7 per 
hundred acres, the Northern figures being 
6.4, while the geese population in England 
and Wales is only 2.5 and in Scotland 0.6. 
Close on a hundred thousand turkeys and 


geese arrived at Fleetwood from Belfast 
last week, and during the later days over 


a hundred tons of poultry were despatched

MINES TO BE RE-OPENED. 

Mining developments which will have 
direct. interest to Britain, and notably South 
Wales, are reported from Fredericton (New 
Brunswick), states the Canadian Official Press 
Bureau. Two properties in that locality, 
which were worked some years ago, but which 
became idle when their active owners died. 
are to be reopened by new interests. One of 
them contains copper, the other iron. 

The copper property is situated near Anni- 
dale, in King’s County, and at one time was 
worked sufficiently for preliminary shipments 
of ore. Now, following investigations, an 
option has been taken on one square mile by 
the Canadian International Corporation, 
while, on behalf of the same concern, control 
of adjoining property has been secured by 
Brigadier-General Charles H. Smart, of Mon- 
treal. 

An assay made by a Montreal! firm revealed 
12.79 per cent. copper, 1.60 per cent. zinc. 
with gold to the value of 60 cents. to the ton 
and silver 62 cents. General Smart states 
that he is convinced that the ore will average 
between 9 and 10 per cent. copper, in suff 
cient quantity to make possible profitable 
operations on an extensive scale. 

It is planned to erect a concentrating plant, 
and to ship concentrates to Swansea, South 
Wales. Operations have already been begun 
at the mine, in preparation for the erection 
facilities

ailway Companies’ line, and 
a short rail journey of 44 miles will convey 
the concentrates to St. John’s for shipment.

How 
the raiders effected an entrance was not 
known at the time, but it has been learned 
that an entrance was effected at the back 
from a lapeway adjoining the bank premises. 

The raiders seemed to be well acquainted 
with the premises. - Three of the desks in the 
office where small change is kept were forced 
and a sum of £11 and ninepence was taken. 

Mr. Mitchell, the manager, knew nothing of 
the occurrence until the servant boy entered 
the office in the morning to clean it and 
found evidence of the raid. The matter was 
immediately reported to the Civic Guard, and 
Superintendent Geary, accompanied by 
Sergeant O'Reilly, were soon on the scene. 

Later in the da¥ a servant girl employed at 
the hank was brought up at a special court 
held at the Civic Guard barrack, before Mr. 
George Brew, and charged with being con- 
nected with the raid. She made a statement 
denying all knowledge of the matter, 

On the application of the Superintendent, 
she was remanded in custody to the next 
District Court at Kilrush. Bail was refused.

They used not to be so, and a 
demand for ‘‘up-to-dateness’’ may he 
thanked for. the ravages of ‘decline,’ now 
hideously called tuberculosis, Those poly- 
syllabic medical words always recall the 
gardener who was voluble about his flowers 
to an English archbishop that was staying at 
the place. He used so many high-sounding 
names that the archbishop asked him: “Do 
you grow the cacoecthes loguendi here? 
““ Not now,” quoth the gardener; “ we used 
to have it, but it did not do well after a 
time.” 

There was no better bread than what used 
to be made from Irish flour, Boys and girls 
at Irish schools got meat only at dinner; 
bread and butter was sufficient in those days. 
Then, about forty years ago—‘‘ be the same 
more or less ’’—a demand for the ghastly and 
unwholesome snow-white bread used in Eng- 
land arose here—the doctors should have 
stopped it at once. Millers had at great cost 
to instal roller machinery to destroy the food 
value of their flour by removing the germ 
of the wheat from it, and forswear the age- 
long millstones. The Irish peasantry now 
live on that white bread and tea, instead of 
the oatenmeal stirabout and buttermilk of 
other days; it is said that they will not now 
eat potatoes any more than other vegetables. 

Touching your leading article about 
national food, potato cakes are Irish, though 
they are also made in Cornwall. There was 
flummery, a wholesome and appetising food; 
fadge, a kind of brown bread. A _ batter 

udding was called a farmer’s pudding by 
armers and a miller’s pudding by millers; 
but no one has eaten pancakes that has not 
eaten tossed pancakes, baked over a great, 
wide open turf fire. Enough batter to make 
a very thin cake was poured into the frying 
pan. When it was done, which seemed to be 
known by instinct, the cook would step back, 
and, with her right foot a little advanced, 
would gently shake the frying pan, then give 
it a magical toss; up would rise the pancake 
into the air, turn, and fall back exactly leve! 
in the pan. It was a delight to watch it, 
and there never were pancakes that had the 
same flavour as those. 

It is a melancholy thing to see empty and 
forsaken mills that used to be hives of in- 
dustry, some near towns or villages, some in 
secluded valleys that a novelist would love 
to depict, The miller, unlike other business- 
men, lived near his mill and was a power for 
good in his neighbourhood. They were men 
ot high character, kindly and charitable, well 
hked and giving employment to nany people, 
women included, who imade sacks, etc. We 
know from Chaucer that in the England of 
his day an honest miller was reputed to have 
a thumb of gold. Our millers might claim 
that appendage.—Yours, etc.,

A LORD MAYOR OF DUBLIN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Srr,—The letter of your correspondent 
Major Piatt, mentions the landmg of King 
George LV. at Dunleary. ‘This is obviously 
an error, as His Majesty landed at Howth 
on the 12th August, 1821, and departed from 
Dunleary on the órd September. As regards 
the identity of the Lord Mayor depicted in 
the Royal Society’s picture, 1 am not aware 
whether this has ever been a matter of dis 
pute. Certaimly, if the picture represents 
the arrival of the monarch, there can hard!v 
be any doubt that the figure represents Sir 
Abraham Bradley King, Bart., who was then 
Lord Mayor. if, on the other, hand, it re 
presents His Majesty's departure, then the 
question arises, was Sir Abraham King in 
office at this date’ Tha records of the 
ancient Guild of Saint Luke the Evangelist. 
Dublin (the Corporation of Cutlers, Painter, 
Stainers and Stationers), throw a little light 

on the subject. | 
In the early part of 1821 this Corporation 
presented an address of loyalty to King 
George IV., which address was entrusted to 
Alderman John Cash, Alderman John Kings 
ton James and others, to. present personally 
in London. The latte: 
subsequently knighted, was the immediate 
successor in office to Sir Abraham King. 
There is a resolution, dated 7th August. 1821, 
appointing a deputation to wait upon the 
Lord Mayor to ascertain “his Lordship's 
views with respect to the idea of riding 
the Franchises of the City.” His Majesty 
arrived on the léth August, and on the 24th 
August—twelve days later—being election 
day, the Guild met and elected members of 
the Counce! representatives from which body 
formed the Corporation of the City of Dub-

lin. On the same day a letter was read from 
the Lord Mayor relating to the riding of 
the Franchises—a triennial custom which was 
revive—and it was resolvel: That. not 
Majesty intends remaining in this country, 
it appears to this Corporation inexpedient to 
make any preparations for riding the Fran- 
chise in this City.’’ Ten days later, Sep- 
tember the órd, His Majesty departed from 
Dunleary. 

On October 4th a resolution was passed 
to present an address to “the Late Lord 
Mayor, Sir Abraham Bradley King, Bart.,”’ 
and in a copy of this address the following 
words occur : ‘The Gracious Visit of our 
Beloved Sovereign, King George the Fourth, 


Epoch in the annals of Dublin, and no less 
distinguishes your Mayoralty by the occu 
rence than by the arrangements made under 
your auspices tor the reception and Enter- 
tainment of the First Monarch who visited 
these Shores hearing Peace and Blessings LO 
the People of lreland.’’ 

It is clear from the foregoing statements 
that the election of Sir John Kingston James 
took place some time between the 24th 
Alig isi and the 4th October. The riding 
of the Franchises was usually, though not 
the Lord Mayor, and the suggestion that 
this should take place during the royal visit 
would appear to point to the election then 
being due; and under normal conditions such 
election would take place soon after the 24th 
August. It would, therefore, appear pro- 
bable that the identity of the Lord Mayor 
depicted in the Royal Society’s picture is de- 
pendent on the correct answer to the two 
questions :—Did the election take place dur- 
ing the period of His Majesty’s visit, and 
does the picture represent the arrival or de- 
parture of the King’—Yours, etc.,

Previously 
it was the reverse. 

This goes to prove 
countrymen will only turn out the right 
goods, the market is theirs. The English

GRIEVANCE, 

Under the regulations in Northern Ireland 
for public service vehicles children from the 
age of seven upwards are treated as adults 
and entitled to the same eating, (On recent 
occasions, when omnibuses ! 
children. to school in Fermanagh, the police 
stopped them and refused to permit them te 
earry more than their legal complement. The 
Regional Committee employs a number of 
omnibuses to convey children to school, and 
the Committee is in this difficulty —that where 
one omnibus used to suffice for a certain 
school H will now take two. and there are not

An Irish Golfing Family : 


To-day, according to the encyclopedias, 
is the second centenary of the birth of 
Arthur Murphy, dramatist, who was born 
on December 27th, 1727, in County Ros- 
common. Arthur was educated at ®t. Omer, 
and distinguished himself as a classical 
scholar. In 1752-1774 he published a 
journal in London, where he became a 
friend of Dr, Johnson. He went on the 
stage to earn money to pay his debts, and 
in one season made a small fortune, He 
then devoted his genius to the writing of 
plays, and his dramatic works fill eight 
volumes. His best work is in Sheridan’s 
tradition, and is represented by “The 
Way to Keep Him” (first played at Drury 
lane in 1760). This play has been re- 
published, during the last month, in 
“Five Eighteenth-Century Comedies” 
(Oxford University Press), and the editor 
of this inexpensive pocket volume, Mr. 
Allardyce Nicoll, differs from the 
encyclopedias by ‘affirming that Murphy 
was born in 1730, and in Dublin.

Major C. O. Hezlet, D.S.O., who, with 
Mr. Ca H, Tolley, Mr. EB.

A couple of 
years ago he allowed the English Cham- 
pionship to slip, and played in the Irish 
event, which clashed with the British. 

Indeed, he felt rather proud when, 
during the 1914 Amateur Championship 
at Sandwich, in the final of which he was 
beaten by J. L. C. Jenkins, the English 
critics insisted on alluding to him as 
‘the genial, smiling, big Irishman.” 
That was before they discovered he was 
born at Sheerness. 

The Hezlet family has figured largely 
in Irish golf since 1898, when Miss May 
Hezlet was runner-up to Miss Magill for 
the Irish title. Of the three sisters she 
was the most distinguished golfer, for, 
while Miss Florence and Miss Violet 
were finalists for the premier _ ladies’ 
event, she, in addition to winning the 
Irish Championship in 1899, 1904, 1905, 
1906 and: 1908, won the blue riband of 
ladies’ golf three times—-at Newcastle in 
1899, Deal in 1902, and again aty New- 
castle 1n-1907, when she beat her ‘sister, 
Florence, in the final. No family has 
produced so many golf champions as the 
Hezlets of Portrush. Incidentally, I 
may add that their mother up to a few 
years ago was a regular competitor at the 
Irish championship meetings, and that 
she is still very fond of her daily round 
at Portrush.

The condition of the Cathedral at the close 
of 1870 was said to be deplorable in the 
extreme.

The south nave triforium 
arcade and clerestory were rebuilt to match 
the ancient thirteenth century work on the 
north side. The aisles were also rebuilt and 
the whole building vanlted in stone. New 
battlements were added at the eaves and on 
the tower, the louvred openings of which 
were restored, and a five-light window was 
inserted in the west gable wall.

WEATHER. 

During Christmas Day and St. Stephen's

On Christmas Day 
it was accompanied by heavy rain, but on 
St. Stephen's Day the change in the direction 
of the wind brought dry weather, but a more 
severe cold.

Franc and Lira. 


After a stormy passage through both 
Houses of the French Parliament M. 
Poincaré’s Budget has been approved, and 
Parliament has risen until January 10th. 
Thus the French Premier once more has 
triumphed over his political opponents ; 
for his Budget was opposed strongly by 
the extreme Left, and save for his personal 
influence it might have been rejected by 
the Chamber, with disastrous results to 
French credit. On paper it is an excellent 
Budget, and the way is clear for the 
stabilisation of the franc, Since the summer 
of 1926 the value of French currency has 
been improving steadily, Then the franc 
had fallen to an alarmingly low level. On 
one day it reached the “record” depth 
of 250 to the pound sterling, and for some 
time there seemed to be no hope of rescuing 
it from the fate of the German mark. 
When M. Poincaré took office, however, 
his personal prestige saved the situation. 
He insisted on the prompt. payment 
of taxes. He curbed expenditure in 
every direction, and with: 
the financial barometer n to rise 
again. Since the begiising of the 
present year the franc has stood at about 
120 to the pound. No attempt has been 
made to stabilise its value officially; but 
the time has come now when the French 
Government hopes to fix it on a gold 
basis, following the example of Great 
Britain, Belgium and, last of all, Italy, 
whose currency has been stabilised by an 
Order in Council during the last few 
days. 

The new value of the lira in gold will 
be nineteen to the dollar, and the main- 
tenance of this parity will be the duty 
of the Banca d'Italia, which, fortunately, 
has no lack of gold reserves. Financially 
the stabilisation of the lira is quite sound, 
The Italian Budget has been balanced 
éasily. Italian industry is maintaining 
a high rate of output, and the people are 
working with a will. Furthermore, the 
Mussolini régime seems to be settled firmly 
in office. If the Duce retains his health, 
there is no reason why his Government 
should not remain in power for at least 
five years, by the end of which period the 
lira ought to be as stable as the dollar 
or the pound. Continuity of government 
is one of the greatest assets that a country 
can have from the financial point of view, 
and it is in this respect that Italy has a 
decided advantage over France, There 
will be a general election in France next 
May. In spite of the conspicuous success 
of M. Poincaré’s Government, its methods 
have aroused the most bitter opposition 
among some of the parties of the Left. 
The Radical group, in particular, has de- 
cided to break away from the National 
Union, and some of the others may follow 
its example during the next few months. 
M. Poincaré, unlike his Italian colleague, 
is bound by democratic rules; and, if he 
is defeated in May, French currency will 
be thrown into the melting-pot again. 

Fundamentally the economic and 
financial position of France is just as 
sound as that of Italy. Since the war 
the people of France have done great 
things, although their political vagaries

stabilise French currency, he must wipe 
both these obligations off the slate. He 
must consent to fund Frances foreign 
debts without reference to German 
reparations, and thus to establish renewed 
confidence in London and New York. 
National credit depends very largely on 


financial prestige, and, however sound | 


may be the position of the Banque de 
France, the foreign markets will not put 
their trust in the franc until France 
agrees to pay her lawful debts. 


A Green Christmas. 


Christmas has passed. The jubilations 
protracted over St. Stephen’s Day are 
ended, To-day men return to their daily 
employment, refreshed in body and in 
mind. In Ireland, Christmas was green. 
It was not soin other lands. Over France 
a terrible blizzard raged, and throughout 
Southern England snow fell so thickly that 
sports were abandoned, and some towns 
were cut off from their milk supply. 
England saw her first white Christmas 
since that of 1906. Yet, although Ireland 
escaped extreme rigours, there was little 
encouragement after church-going on 
Christmas morning to face abroad again ; 
for a wind that howled about the gables 
and bent newly-planted young trees east- 
ward made the fireside doubly attractive. 
Yesterday evening those who braved the 
wind as the sun went down in a dull, red 
sky felt a biting coldness from the north- 
east that seemed to threaten the oncoming 
of the snowfall which has whitened the 
neighbouring island. It is certain that 
we. are not at the end of the vagaries of 
this changeful winter. To be house-bound 
at Christmas is no hardship for those who 
are fortunate in happy homes. Even in 
the humblest cottier’s home the holly- 
boughs about the lime-washed walls create 
an illusion of summer’s verdure. It is 
the children’s festival, and the amusement 
of the young folk keeps their elders 
flistracted until night falls. When the 
children have retired, the fireside talk of 
the absent ones begins, and a sort of 
stocktaking of friendships is made, The 
greeting cards and gifts lately received 
serve as reminders of all who still live and 
remember ; and the prodigious figures in 
the postal returns of business during the 
past week give some notion of the vast 
measure of remembrance which this small 
country commands. It is a sorry thought 
that the good humour of Christmas Day 
will be largely dissipated as the world 
renews its customary round. It would be 
comforting to know that here and there 
Christmas will linger—that here and there 
a Scrooge will become and will remain 
a friend of a family of Crachits. The 
needs which plentiful charity and merciful 
weather have driven from many poor 


homes for a brief season will return. 


“There is no cold till Christmas,” says 
the Irish proverb ; and the stiffest hard- 
ships befall the needy in the months after 
Christmas, when the days lengthen, 
indeed, but commonly grow colder, wetter 
and more treacherous, In barn and 
haggard aiter Christmas stores run low, 
savings ebb, and the revival of employ- 


‘ment and prosperity that belongs to the 


spring still delays. Christmas, which sets 
the shops ablaze with lights in the darkest 
month of the year, demonstrates how 
much social prosperity is the creature of 
good humour. Given the Christmas spirit, 
Christmas prosperity might be maintained 
at all seasons, in defiance of the whole 
gloomy creed of the economists. 


The Glozel ** Finds.’’ 


The international committee of experts 
has issued its report on the notorious 
‘“‘finds’’ at Glozel, near Vichy. According 
to “ Grandfather Fradin,’’ the owner of 
the farm, “finds’’ have been made at 
intervals during the last fifty years, but 
it was not until 1924 that the “tombs ”’ 
were discovered, These “tombs, or 
holes, contained pottery, pieces of flint, 
a pebble bearing a carving of a reindeer, 
and several bricks which had “alpha- 
betiform ' signs on their upper surfaces. 
Ti the “finds” had been genuine 
survivals from a prehistoric age, they 
would have upset all existing theories 
concerning the beginnings of man and the 
origins of the art of writing in Western 
Europe. They created immense excite- 
ment; French archeology was divided 
into two camps, and tho ten per of news- 
paper discussion recalled the bitterness of 
the Dreyfus controversy. Now the inter- 
national committee has decided that the 
“finds’’ are not genuine. After minute 
inquiry during two months it reports that 
the objects are, as a whole, not ancient, 
but that certain objects found in the oval 
ditch first discovered are authentic. The 
committee “does not entirely set aside the 
hypothesis of the introduction of ancient 
objects into the deposit,’ In plain 
English, it holds that most of the “ finds ”’ 
are’ modern forgeries, and it gives 
technical reasons for its verdict. The 
report says, for instance, that, while pre- 
historic objects may be imitated, the 
precise action of natural agents upon them 
is inimitable. Two vases were supposed 
to contain human ashes, but the report 
comments caustically on the absence of 
any traces of bore: even Landru, it says, 
failed to obtain total combustion of human 
bodies. Fortunately, the report shatters 
no living reputations. It lays stress. on 
the absolute. good faith of Dr. Morlet, 
who made the first discoveries; and it 
suggests that the fraud took place at least 
three-quarters of a century ago. To 
assumé, however, that the world has heard 
the last of Glozel would be to ignore the 
pertinacity of scientific theory. The way 
of an archeologist with a bone is at least 
as wonderful as the way of-an eagle in the 
air. M. Salomon Reinach, director of 
the Academy inscriptions, and two other 
French scholars of nearly equal fame 
continue to insist vehemently that the 
Glozel “finds ” are genuine. In a letter 
to the newspapers they compare the com- 
mittee’s verdict with the condemnation of 
Galileo by the Roman Inquisition, and 
declare that ridicule is the only form of 
immortality which the international

Examinets. 


Some years ago Punch depicted two 
university examiners in a wood at spring- 
time. One of them (obviously classical) 
exclaimed with ecstasy— 


O cuckoo! Shall I call thee bird 
Or but a wandering voice? 


Thereupon the other (as 
scientific) replied grimly— 
State the alternative preferred, 
With reasons for your choice. 


We suspect that this joke was invented 
backwards by some wretched examinee in 
one of those moments when youth, 
** floored ” hopelessly by a question, stares 
at an empty answer-book. So omnipotent 
are- all examiners, so helpless all 
examinees, and so fresh (despite long 
years) our own memory of such ghastly 
moments that we record with joy one of 
those very rare occasions when an 
examiner has got the worst of it. The 
Times reports that a mistake has been 
found in the mathematics paper of the 
examination for the Baccalauréat which 
was held at Caen in October. In effect, 
the candidates in Section C. were asked to 
solve an insoluble problem. As a result 
of this discovery unsuccessful candidates 
will have another, and unexpected, 
chance to retrieve their fortunes. M. 
Herriot, the Minister. for Education,, has 
decided to give ‘them an option. They 
may have their papers re-marked, with 
due allowance for the insoluble problem, 
or they. may sit for a new mathematics 
paper. The magnanimity which admits 
that examiners can blunder is worthy of 
the widest advertisement; for, as a rule, 
authority supports authority—right or 
wrong. Examiners are “caught out’ 
too seldom, because, being wily, they leave 
themselves, nearly always,- loopholes of 
retreat. Some of them can carry vague- 
ness to the verge of genius. Once a young 
scholar of Trinity College, Dublin, was 
required, at an hour’s notice, to set a 
school examination paper on “ Twelfth 
Night’’—a play which he had not read. 
He produced ten masterly questions. One 
of them was: “ Von Phflunck says that, 
if there had been no ‘Twelfth Night’ 
there would have been no ‘ Hamlet.’ 
Criticise this.’’ The story is true, but we 
report with Herodotean caution the 
examiner’s statement that one of the 
examinees got full marks on this paper.

EXPERTS IN 
ENGADINE. 
MARCONIGRAM TO “ In1sH TIMEs.”’ 

MALOJA, ENGADINE, 

SAINT STEPHEN’S DAY. 

Sir Martin Conway telegraphs :—Sixty-five 
representatives of the Royal Institute of 
Public Health invaded the Engadine on Satur- 
day, in.the course of their interesting visit 
to centres for the treatment of tuberculosis in 
Switzerland. They have been exceedingly 
fortunate in the weather, arriving on Monday 
when the cold snap ceased. At Zurich they 
visited the University and hospitals. Wed. 
nesday was spent at Arosa, where they were 
greatly impressed with the excellence of the 
sanatoria and the charms of the valley. On 
Friday they visited Davos Platz, the.earliest 
tuberculosis cure station in Switzerland, made 
known to the world by the pen of John 
Addington Symonds in the sixties. 

‘Arosa and Davos had a sprinkling’ of snow, 
but rain had fallen at the lower winter 
resorts. They found on arrival at St. Moritz 
on Christmas Eve a reasonable amount of 
snow. : 

On reaching, Maloja there were two to three 
feet of snow in the best condition for ski-ing. 
Maloja has again vindicated its claim to-be 
the great ski-ing centre of Switzerland, with 
its heavy snowtalls, steady frost, and long- 
duration sunshine. Here many members of 
the medical profession took first ski-ing les- 
sons, with snow absolutely perfect, the tem- 
perature on Christmas morning registering 

eighteen degrees of frost, which in brilliant 
sunshine was reduced later to six. 

We have four degrees of frost here to-day, 
and snow is now falling steadily to the delight 
of the Engadiners, as necessary for building 
cresta, tobocran and bob runs, and the ski-ing 
leap for the Olympic games in February. The 
Engadine is certainly the place par excellence 
for these contests, which ought.to be held 
here every Olympiad. 

From Maloja the doctors proceed to Milan, 
thence to Montana, which. I’ visited. first in 
1895, little dreaming that it would become the 
finest centre for the cure of tuberculosis in 
Europe, with its maximum of sunshine and 
ato dry atmosphere. . They then visit 

rofessor Rollier’s famous surgical sanatorium 
at Leysin, whence they return to their prac- 
tice and patients.

£500,000 REACHES THE 
FREE STATE. 


Within a period of: ten days up to 
Christmas Eve 224,000 money order advices 
reached the Irish Free State from the 
United States of America. At the lowest 
estimate these orders represent £500,000.

From the Post Office authorities an

THE CHRISTMAS WEEK FLOOD. 

On Monday, the 19th inst., there were 
150,000 letters from abroad (the United 
States of America, South Africa, and 
Australia), 8,000 money order advices, 
and 5.000 registered letters. On the 20th 
inst. there were 45,000 foreign letters, 
1,000 registered letters, and 3,000 money 
order advices. Wednesday brought 25,000 
foreign letters and newspapers. On Thurs- 
day there were 180,000 letters from the 
United States, 1.500 money order advices, 
and 400 registered letters; while on 
Friday there were a million American 
letters, 76,000 money order advices, and 
13,000 registered letters. These were all 
delivered by Christmas. Day, and must 
have brought joy to many a home. 

Yesterday there arrived at Queenstown 
an American mail comprising approxi- 
mately 250,000 letters. 


INWARD AND OUTWARD LETTERS 
IN DUBLIN. 

Coming to the ordinary letter service in 
Dublin, we find that on Monday, the 12th 
inst., there were 198,000 letters and 
35,000 packets inward. On Tuesday this 
number had grown to 205,000 letters and 
56,000 packets. On Wednesday there were 
258,000 letters and 37,000 packets, while 
on Thursday the inward letters numbered 
245,000 and packets 40,000.

The Department of Agriculture in 
Dublin are officially informed that 
inquiries in connection with a number of 
fiesh outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
in Derbyshire show a wide distribution 
of animals from Derby market on 16th 
and Bakewell market on 19th instant, at 
both of which affected animals were 
exported. 

Derby market on 13th instant, it is 
feared, may also have been infected. There 
was also an outbreak in Grimsby on 25th 
instant. 

It has not been possible to trace all 
movements of animals from the markets 
mentioned, and the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries have, therefore, con- 
sidered it necessary with a view to pre- 
venting widespread infection to apply 
“ stand-still ’’ conditions temporarily over 
the midlands. 

An Order has accordingly been made 
taking immediate effect and applying to 
an area comprising roughly the counties 
of Derby, Stafford, Leicester, Warwick, 
Worcester, Lincoln, Lancaster (except 
the city of Liverpool, the county boroughs 
of Southport, Blackpool, Barrow-in- 
Furness and the boroughs of Morecambe, 
Clitheroe, Lancaster and Lythan, Staines, 
and certain Petty Sessional districts in 
the north-east corner of the county); 
Cheshire (except the boroughs of Walla- 
sey. and Birkenhead, and the Petty 
Sessional divisions of Chester Castle and 
Wirral); the East Riding of Yorkshire 
(except the borough of Bridlington and 
the Petty Sessional divisions of Buckrose 
and Dickering);- the county of Salop 
(except the boroughs of Bishopscastlé and 
Oswestry, and certain Petty Sessional dis- 
tricts in south-east); the Petty Sessiona] 
division of Overton in Flintshire, and the 
borough of Tewkesbury and certain 
adjoining Petty Sessional. districts in 
Gloucestershire. 

The effect of the Order is to forbid the 
movement of anjmals out of, into, or 
within the area described. Markets of 
fat stock may, however, be held with a 
licence of the local authority outside a 
radius of five miles from any infected 
premises; and an inspector of the local 
authority may licence the movement of 
animals into the area from any free area 
either direct to a farm or slaughter-house 
if he considers such movement necessary. 

In the case of imported animals the 
licence of the local authority’s inspector 
must be produced before the animals can 
be licensed out of the landing place by 
the Ministry's inspectors.

The first of the series was discovered in 
the Public Abattoir, Birmingham, on the 
10th December, infection having probably 
been carried there from Wiltshire, On 
the 12th December disease was discovered 
in the city pig market, Birmingham. 

New centres of disease have subse- 
quently appeared at Lymm, Cheshire, on 
16th December, at Werrington, Stoke-on- 
Trent, Staffordshire, on the 20th Decem- 
ber, at Whiston, near Rotherham, in the 
West Riding of Yorkshire; Sutton on the 
Hill, Derbyshire, on December 23rd, and 
at Grimsby, Lincolnshire, on the 25th 
December. 

PROBABLE CAUSE OF THE 
OUTBREAK. 

These six widely distributed centres of 
disease have given rise to date to twenty- 
six outbreaks. It is clear from inquiries 
which have been made that Derby market 
of the 16th December, and probably that 
market of the 13th December, were in- 
fected with disease. 

It! is also probable that the following 
markets were also infected :—Leek, 
Staffordshire, 14th December; Ashbourne, 
Staffordshire, 15th December; and Bake- 
well, Staffordshire, 19th December. 


THE STAND-STILL AREA. 

In view of the very uncertain position, 
the Ministry has, in addition to the usual 
infected area restrictions round the actual 
diseased farms, declared a stand-still area 
comprising the whole of the counties of 
Derby, Stafford, Leicester, Warwick, 
Worcester, Nottingham and Lincoln, all 
three divisions, and also parts of the 
counties of Lancashire, Yorkshire (West 
Riding), Yorkshire (East Riding), Shrop- 
shire, Cheshire, Gloucester and Flint.

Four firemen lost their lives in a 
Christmas Eve fire, which destroyed a five- 
storey warehouse in the Gallowgate dis- 
trict of Glasgow. The men, who were 
buried beneath tons of débris, were Harry 
McKellar (30), married; James Conn (31), 
married ; David Jeffrey (24) and Morrison 
Dunbar (23), both single. 

A five years old boy, who saw the flames 
and drew attention to what he called 
“Santa Claus scratching matches,’’ gave 
warning. of the fire, which broke out at 
about 8 p.m., when the city was thronged 
with Christmas shoppers. 


FIREMEN’S PARTY INTERRUPTED. 
The scene of the fire was a building in 
Graham square, in the East end. of the 
city, with a frontage of 150 feet, occupied 
chiefly by cabinet-makers, iron merchants 
and general manufacturers. At one end 
of Graham square is the Corporation 
Cattle Market, a very extensive covered 
area. On another side is a huge modern 
tenement building, a large block of offices 
and workshops, and the Market Hotel. 

The child who gave the warning was 
climbing up the winding staircase of the 
tenements, which provide a commanding 
view of the district. Looking down into 
the court he saw flames at the back of the 
warehouse. A policeman on patrol in 
Graham square summoned the Brigade, 
who received the call while at a Christmas 
party in, the Central Fire Station. The 
festivities were ended, and the men, 
together with fire fighters from all parts 
of the city, rushed to the scene. 

The fire, which began apparently in 
some workshops, spread rapidly, and. be- 
fore the firemen arrived it had obtained a 
firm hold of the interior of the building. 
With a loud report the centre part of the 
building gave way and vivid tongues of 
flame shot upwards. 


50 FAMILIES LEAVE THEIR HOMES. 

The fierce glow in the sky attracted 
thousands ef people. 
the blazing building hurried homewards 
from their Christmas shopping, only to 
find that they could not. return -to their 
dwellings, as a cordon of police barred 
their progress. i 

So menacing was thee outbreak that the 
Chief of the Fire Brigade, in consultation 
with the police authorities, ordered fifty 
families who lived near the blazing build- 
ing to leave their homes. There was no 
time for removal of furniture, and, with 
a few personal belongings, Christmas 
goods and valuables, the families hurried 
out. Children cried with alarm, mothers 
sobbed anxiously, and fathers looked on 
helplessly at the destruction threatening 
their homes. The night was bitterly cold, 
but shelter at once was offered to them. 


BRAVE MEN’S FATE. 

From neighbouring buildings. and water 
towers firemen played. thousands © of 
gallons of water on to the flames, but 1! 
was obvious that the building could not be 
saved, and the firemen directed their 
efforts to preventing the outbreak from 
spreading. : 

With loud crashes, accompanied by 
sheets of flames and showers of sparks, 
further portions of the building collapsed. 
Tons of valuable machinery fell through 
from the upper floors and made the 
interior a furnace. 

Realising the danger to his men, Captain 
Weddell. the Fire Master, ordered all the 
men to stand clear. Firemen who had 
penetrated to various parts of the stair 
ways inside the building, in. efforts to 
subdue the flames, came away, and soon 
afterwards sections of the interior walls 
collapsed. 

The four firemen are believed to 
been trapped in the south of the building. 
The fire was blazing fiercely at the north 
end. and a contingent of the brigade were 
posted at the south. It is: believed that 
the men went to the fourth and filth 
floors. Jeffrey. one of the men, had with 
him 75 feet of hose, and on reaching the 
fourth floor he shouted for more hose. 
The District Superintendent. ordered. this 
to be supplied, and the length was 
doubled.

A SAD ROLL CALL. 

Shortly afterwards the north end of the 
building collapsed, and the Superintendent 
rushed upstairs at the south end and 
ordered his men to retire temporarily. He 
went to the fifth floor calling’ out, and 
was told that no one else was in that part 
of the building.

THE PROBLEM IN

The. Times, in a leading article, Says :—The 
debate which took place the other day on the 
supplementary estimate of £900,000 for home- 
grown sugar quickly resolved itself into an 
insistent demand for an inquiry into every: 
thing connected with the beet sugar industry. 
About the vote itself there could, of. course, 
be no- serious question. The additional sum 
asked for and sanctioned by the Commons 
is the estimated .amount of the extra subsidy 
legitimately earned by the industry, according 
to the terms laid down and the scope 
authorised by the British Sugar Act of 1925 
It is, at the same time, a definite indication 
of the increase, both in the output per acre 
and the sugar value of the crop, directly 
due to the enterprise of the growers and 
their improved methods of cultivation; and 
on this ground should be a cause for general 
satisfaction. As a matter of fact, it is, ex- 
cept to those connected with the industry, the 
very reverse. Jo the Government especially, 
it must be highly embarrassing, because of 
the demand which it compels them to make 
on the Treasury, and, therefore, on the tax- 
payer. Nor is this, by any means, the only 
troublesome factor in the problem created by 
the Act. For ene thing, it is generally

DR. DARCY AND THE 
SAVAGE MIND,

ARMAGH, Monday. 

Preaching at the Christmas Service in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Armagh, yesterday, the 
Primate (the Most Rey. dv. D'Arcy) said 
that Holy Scripture taught them to ‘think of 
God, in the first instance, as the Creator. 
But this great conception did not stand alone. 
Modern investigation of the beliefs of primi- 
tive peoples showed that there was a ten: 
dency in the mind of man to find a spiritual 
interpretation for the things and forces of the 
natural world. 

At first the savage mind discerned a 
mysterious potency in every striking element 
in the world about him. Then, at a later 
stage, he came to believe more definitely in 
apenas beings to whom all great effects were 

ue, Next he rose to the conception of a 
multitude of gods representing the great forces 
of nature—the sun, the moon, the great moun- 
tain, the river the ocean, the life which he 
discerned in nature. Thus polytheistic creeds 
came into being, such as.the creeds of ancient 
Rome, ancient Greece, and ancient Egypt, 
and of modern India. i 

With polytheism was always mixed a great 
deal of moral evil. In the world about them 
they saw a mixture of good and evil. Some 
pagan gods were the personification of the evil 
elements in their blinded experience. 

THE SOLE CREATOR, 

Now, when they turned to Holy Scripture, 
they found at once the revelation of God as 
the one sole Creator. His nature was holy, 
His purpose was good. In the great vision of 
creation, in the first chapter of Genesis, the 
whole universe of being wag traced to the 
creative will of God. And in the prophets 
they found the power of language exhausted 
to emphasise the sole, unique greatness of the 
one God, the Creator ‘‘Who hath measured 
the waters in the hallow of His hand, and 
meted out heaven with the span... All 
nations are before Him as nothing; and they 
are counted to Him less than nothing and 
vanity.”’ 

And with Him was compared the vain, use- 
less idol of the heathen—a mere graven 
image—and in the Psalms they found the 
spiritual application of this teaching. 
‘“Thinkest thou that I will eat bulls’ meat 
and drink the blood of goats,” ‘*‘ Offer unto 
God thanksgiving and pay thy vows unto the 
Most High, ' showing the absurdity of the 
heathen idea of sacrifice. Linked with this 
great teaching of God as Creator, they found 
also the thought of Him as supreme Ruler 
and Lawgiver; and so the moral law was 
presented as His Commandments. 

JAPAN’S CLAIM. 

The humble circumstances of the birth of 
Jesus Christ marked the beginning of a human 
life which, with all its divine love and wisdom 
and power, was, from an earthly point of 
view, notable for the utter simplicity of all 
its conditions.- Of eighteen years of His life 
all that they knew was contained in the simple 
question: ‘Is not this the carpenter?’ Of 
His position and surroundings they learned 
from the saying ‘‘ Foxes have holes and the 
birds of the air have nests, but the Son of 
Man hath not where to lay His head.” 

His chosen companions were a few poor 
fishermen. Yet that simple life, with _ its 
humble circumstances, became the fullest. 


brightest, and most glorious revelation of God, 


Its very simplicity fitted it for its great pur- 
pose of revealing the heart of God to mén. It 
was a time when the claim to Divinity was 
being made for great earthly rulers. The 
Roman Emperors, who ruled the known 
world, were coming to be known as 
divinities, 

This might seem strange, almost incredible, 
but in Japan to-day a similar claim was made. 
Shinto, the official religion oí Japan, pro- 
claimed the Emperor as the greatest of the 
gods. The real meaning probably was that 
the Emperor was to be regarded as the 
supreme authority whose word was the final 
law. That was so in ancient law. 

The great revelation of Holy Seripture had 
given the world a wholly different conception 
of Divinity, and this found its completion in 
Jesus Christ. From Him they learned to 
think of God as their Father in Heaven, 
Whose nature was love, Who claimed their 
love in return, Who had come to their help, 
and revealed His love to them in the person 
of Jesus Christ. God had glorified their 
humanity, making it the medium of His great 
Revelation, thus sanctifying and blessing the 
simple things of their common human hfe. 

WHAT CHRISTMAS MEANS. 

Therefore, they should rejoice at Christmas 
time, for it endured through the ages as tho 
symbol of their faith in the Great Father 
in Heaven, Who revealed His love to them 
in the only way which could bring home that 
love to their own heart as a great reality, a 
way which enabled them to find that love 
in every simple human experience. 

Therefore, Christmas always had a gladness 
which was all its own. It was the home 
festival, the children’s festival, and the season 
when Christian charity extended its bounty 
to all the needy. Coming to them in the 
darkest season of the year, it shed a celestial 
light within the circuit of every Christian 
home as well as throughout the whole 
Christian community. And it made every 
home on earth. where Christian faith and 
love prevailed, a promise and a foretaste of 
the Eternal Home in Heaven.

ACCIDENT TO MILITARY 
PARTY. 

A serious fire broke out in the upper storey 
of the novitiate section of the Franciscan 
Friary, Killarney, at about two o'clock on 
Monday afternoon.

"BUSES BURIED IN 
SNOWDRIFTS.

MANY ROADS IN BRITAIN 
MADE IMPASSABLE. 


The following reports have been re- 
ceived from other parts of Great Britain: 

Sunday night’s snowstorm in the Ashby 
de la Zouch district, Leicestershire, was 
the worst experienced for many years. 
Practically the whole of the roads leading 
to Ashby were blocked with snowdrifts. 
some of which were four or five feet deep. 
Some motorists had to remain a}l night 
in the drifts 

A heavy snowfall, accompanied by a 
severe blizzard, raged * the Peak district 
of Derbyshire on Christmas Day and early 
on Boxing Day. Arctic weather condi- 
tions prevailed it the Bakewell, Chats- 
worth and Haddon Hall districts. In the 
high-lying parts snowdrifts were several 
feet deep and many roads impassuble. 


BUNGALOW DWELLERS MAROONED. 

Weymouth experienced an extraordinary 
weather change, a comparatively mild 
Christmas morning giving way to a North- 
Easterly blizzard, with driving snow and 
sleet. The gale in the night blew slates 
off in all directions and tere down wireless 
aerial masts. Yesterday was the worst 
Boxing Day blizzard for twenty-five years, 
and the cold. was intense. 

The flooded area throughout the Thames 
Valley, from Old Windsor to Walton, 
covers several hundred acres. The river 
near Shepperton is more than seven feet 
six inches above normal, and is still 
rising. Many bungalow dwellers have 
spent Christmas entirely surrounded by 
flood water. They were well provisioned, 
and, so far, the only persons attempting 
to reach them are the milkmen, who have 
done their best by means of boats and 
punts. 

Several main roads in the Chertsey- 
Shepperton area are now covered by flood 
water. 

‘BUSES BURIED IN SNOWDRIFTS. 

The streets of Guildford, Surrey, were 
buried in over a foot of snow yesterday, 
and there were drifts to a depth of seven 
feet on many parts of the North Downs. 

On the famous Hogsback the roads were 
completely blocked to all traffic, and on its 
height, within a mile and a half of Guild- 
ford, three motor 'buses and a motor lorry 
were buried early yesterday morning. All 
through the day the blizzard continued. 
Efforts to dig out the ’buses were unavail- 
ing, and the drifts increased in depth all 
the time. 

One of the ’buses, a double-decker, was 
running between Pakenham and Farnham 
when it struck the drift. Fortunately the 
passengers were able to descend ‘to the 
village below the Downs and proceed by 
another route. Those in the other two 
buses and the lorry were able to walk to 
Guildford before the roads became blocked. 

All the public clocks, including the 17th 
century landmark in the High street, were 
stopped by the snow. A large tree neat 
the old Castle backyard was uprooted by 
the gale. 

Many people were tobogganing on the 


Wey, which had subsided on Saturday, 
again rose rapidly yesterday. 
SNOW TRAIN DERAILED. 


A special snow train which was put into 
service by the Southern Railway on Christmas 
night to keep open the electrified section of 
the line between Orpington (Kent) and London 
left the rails shortly hefore five o clock yester- 
day morning, and the two lines were blocked. 

The train was fitted with an arrangement 
of brushes to sweep away snow from the live 
rail, and thereby prevent short cireulting of 
the current. Its derailment near Orpington 
is stated to have been due to a set of points 
becoming clogged with snow. 

A breakdown gang cleared one of the tracks 
early yesterday, Dut the other was still blocked 
at a late hour yesterday afternoon. 

Sheep had to be dug out of the fields in 
parts of South Derbyshire. Some drifts were 
higher than the hedges. 

The snowdrifts in the country around 
Bournemouth caused great inconvenience to 
farmers, whose organised lorry service for 
bringing milk into the town broke down. 
They were warned by wireless from Bourne- 
mouth broadcasting station to’ bring the milk 
to the nearest dépot in any way pdssible. 

It was a real indoor Christmas for holiday 
makers, the sea front yesterday morning being 
deserted. 
evening. 

MAN INJURED BY HOARDING. 

During the blizzard whith swépt over Néw- 
port, Monmouthshire, yesterday a large 
hoarding was blown down on’ William Wood 
(53), a labourer, of Lyd road, and he was 
removed to hospital with serious injury to his 
spine. 

It snowed in Peebleshiré during Christmas 
Day and Night, and there was a blizzard all 
day yesterday, with considerable drifting in 
the uplands. Milk services to Peebles were 
considerably delayed, and the snow plough 
was kept going almost continually on the 
London and North-Eastern Railway system 
between Leadbourn and Peebles. 

There was great difficulty on the Dolphinton 
branch line, where extensive drifting seriously 
retarded the work of clearing the line. 

A blizzard ragetl throughout Northampton- 
shire on Christmas Day, and there. was a 
high wind, with driving snowstorms, yester- 
day. Big snowdrifts weré encountered on 
exposed roads.. The valley roads were still 
under water last night. 

It snowed yesterday on the East Cheshire 
Highlands. There was «a ‘black frost on 
Christmas Day and a hard, keen frost again 
last night, making the prospects for early 
skating favourable. - ' ,

CAIRO, Monday. 

An co ghee welcome was accorded to 
Their Majesties the King and Queen of 
Arghanistan on their arrival this’ afternoon. 
King Fuad, the Princes, the Ministers, and 
the Presidents of the, Chamber and Senate 
greeted King Amanullah at the station, and, 
after he had inspected the Egyptian guard 
of honour, he drove with King Fuad in an 
open barotiche,-driven by six chestnut horses, 
and escorted by fine-looking Egyptian cavalry 
to the palace at Giza. The streets were 
lined with Egyptian infantry, and police. 
The crowds included’ Jarge numbers of 
Egyptian students, carrying banners, who en- 
thusiastically cheered Their Majesties. 

After King Fuad had teturned to the 
Abdine Palace, the Queen of Afghanistan, ac- 
companied by the Egyptian princess, : joined 
King Amanullah at Giza. It has been 
arranged that Queen Nazli shall visit the 
Queen of Arghanistan about five o'clock this 
afternoon, and that Lord Lloyd, the British 
High Commissioner, shall pay a visit to King 
Amatullah at seven o'clock. | 


BANQUET AND RECEPTION. 

A great banquet is to be given to-night at 
the Abdine Palace in honour of the Royal 
guests, at which a distinguished company will 
be present, including the Ministers, Lord 
Lloyd, and the members of the Diplomatic 
Corps.

Wednesday will be 
devoted to sight-seeing, including a visit to 
the museum, which is closed to the public 
until midday, On Wednesday their Afghan 
Majesties will leave for Luxor, and are ex- 
pected to reach Assuan on New Year's Day. 
They will probably return to Cairo on 
January 3, and it is understood that they 
will leave Egypt for Europe the next day.

TRACK OPENED IN BRUSSELS.

These 
trains had to go round by Southampton, 
causing a delay of over an hour. Snow 
ploughs were at work on the electrified lines 
around London’ all Sunday night, so that 
electric trains yesterday suflered little, if 
any, delay. All main trains cou- 
siderably delayed. 

London, Midland and Scottish Railway— 
Train services south of Bletchley were con- 
siderably delayed by the weather conditions, 
but north of Bletchley the service ran fairly 
well up to time. 

Great Western Railway—All 
thing yesterday morning were behind time, 
some of them being two hours late, but the 
service improved during the day, and by the 
evening was practically normal, 


AIR SERVICE CANCELLED. 

The only scheduled British air service, the 
twelve noon Silver Wing service from 
Croydon to Paris, yesterday was cancelled on 
receipt of reports of a gule in the Channel 
and snow squalls along the route. “The ser- 
vices ‘of Handley Page Rolls-Royce air liners 
from London to Paris and Cologne were §us- 
pended owing to the holidays.

‘The one o'clock 
steamer, Maid of Kent. for Calais, did not 
leave Dover last night. She made an attempt 
to get away, but her off-rope broke, and tugs 
then wert to her aesistance, but so violent 
were the seas that the tow ropes broke.

It lights, 
ventilates and’ warms public rooms, decks, 
cabins, and every other part of the vessel 
where necessary ; it preserves the food in cold 
storage, and then.cooks it at the appointed 
season; it enables communication to be 
effected from any part of the vessel to any 
other in an amazingly short space of time;

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CO, DUBLIN MAN’S DEATH. 

The man who was found shot dead at 
Kilmacanogue, Co. Wicklow, last Friday has 
been identified. He was gMichael Nolan, 
of Borrowfield, Co. Dublin. The remains 
were identified by his son some time after an 
inquest, which was held by the East Wicklow 
Coroner last Saturday. The deceased man 
was 63 years of age, and was a branch secre- 
tary of the Irish Workers’ Union.

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FATAL STABBING AFFAIR 


DERRY MAN CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


A fatal stabbing affair took place in Derry 
last Saturday night. It appears that Robert 
Clarke (32), a married man, and a farm 
worker, of Lower Violet street, and Thomas. 
Eaton (40), unmarried, a mason, of 13 Upper 
Violet street, were .in the. butcher's shop of 
Mr. Patrick Sharkey, of Chapel road, at 
10.30. Eaton picked up a butcher's knife, 
cut a small bit of raw steak and ate it. He 
and Clarke, who were on good terms, were 
close to each other, and several people in 
the shop thought that they were joking until 
Clarke was seen staggering. He died in five 
minutes. Meantime Eaton had left the shop, 
but was later arrested and charged, at a 
special Court held on Christmas Day, with 
murdering Clarke. 


A BUTCHER'S KNIFE. 

Patrick Sharkey, junior, said that he saw 
Katon stab Clarke with a butcher's 
knife about the chest, and then leave 
the knife on the counter. Clarke appeared to 
be'sober. Eaton was drunk. 

William McGonigle said that he had had a 
few drinks with Clarke before they went to 
Sharkey s, but he could not say that either 
Clarke or Eaton was drunk. They were talk- 
ing in a jolly mood. Witness observed nothing 
until he saw Clarke staggering, and Sharkey 
said, '“ Reach for him; he’s stabbed.’’ 

Thomas- Gardiner said that Clarke and 
Eaton, who was drunk, were joking. Witness 
did not see anything until he heard a call 
that Clarke was stabbed. 

James Torrens said that he was passing 

Sharkey’s and saw “Eaton 'waving what ap- 
peared to be a knife. -He made a ‘‘dab”’ at 
Clarke. Witness thought that it was all a 
joke, : . 
Sergeant Elliott said. that when charged 
Maton said: “ There is mo use grousing about 
it. It is done. I am prepared to take the 
consequences. We were always the best ‘of 
friends. - It was all bravado., He said I could 
not sharpen the knife, and I said I could and 
stick it in him, too. ' 

The accused man was remanded in custody. 

Eaton was formerly -a well-kna@wn foot- 
baller. 

THE INQUEST. 

At the inquest Dr. Malseed said that he 
found an incised wound on the left side af 
Clarke'ss chest one inch long. He could not 
state the cause of death. 

The inquest was adjourned till Saturday, 
pending a post-mortem,

In a tele- 
gram dated December 17, Madame Soong 
Ching-ling said that just as she was on the 
point of returning to China, she learned of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s plan to break with the

‘Soviet Government, and,:as a protest against 


this decision, she had decided to remain in 
Russia. In a reply next dav, Chiang Kai-shek 
is quoted as declaring. that’ he and. his, fol- 
lowers accepted full responsibility for the 
break with the Soviet. He invited Madame 
Soong Ching-ling to return to China, stating 
that, inasmuch as she was a loyal member 
of the Kuomintang, her further presence in 
Russia could not be of her own free will. 
Madame Soong is alleged to have | tele- 
graphed back yesterday that her. visit to 
and stay in Moscow were voluntary. She 
is quoted as having protested against the 
“ counter-revolutionary ” policy of the Kuo- 
mintang leaders, and as rejecting Chiang 
Kai-shek’s insinuation that she could be 
made to act under duress. She declared that 
there “was a great gulf between her and 
General Chiang Kai-shek, because against the 
Jast will and testament of Dr. San Yat-sen, 
the father of the Nationalist revolution, -he 
had broken with the Soviet Union and 
strengthened his connections with the “' Im- 
perialist ’’ Powers. Madame Soong is stated 
to have concluded her telegram by declaring 
that if she were to deaide to return, it would 
be only for the purpose of joining in the 
‘‘ revolutionary struggie of the toiling masses 


of China.”

NEW DEBT. CONVERSION OFFER. 


SHARES. 


Two days before Christmas scarcely seems 
a propitious time for the appearance of a pros- 
pectus offering a new Government Loan with 
an important conversion option and an offer of 
exchange to holders of the 5 p.c. National 
War Bonds falling due in September next. As 
a straight investment, the new 5 p.c. Treasury 
Bonds are a fair proposition, and should ap- 
peal to anybody wanting a short-dated 
security yielding nearly 5 p.c.; but their real 
attraction—or potential attraction, for in this 
matter nothing is certain—lies in the option to 
exchange into 4 per cent; Consols. Between 
January 16 and 31, 1929, a holder of £100 of 
the new 5 p.c. Treasury Bonds will be able 
to obtain £117 of 4 p.c. Consols, which is 
equivalent to getting the latter stock at 86§ 
per cent., as compared with the current price 
of about 864, a figure including about five 
months’ interest, allowing for which the real 
purchase price now is little over 85. If the 
exchange is delayed until the second date 
mentioned in the prospectus—namely, bet ween 
July 16 and 31, 1929—only £114 10s. of the 
4 p.c. stock is obtainable, which is equivalent 
to getting that security at a little under 884. 


THE CAPITAL APPRECIATION 
FACTOR. 


What has to be considered, therefore, is the 
chance of a reduction in interest rates between 
now and 1929 which would raise the market 
price of 4 p.c. Consolg to a level appreciably 
above the present figure. The tendency of 
interest rates in the future will probably be 
downward, but if the expectations in this 
respect are not realised the option to convert 
into 4 p.c. Consols would have little or no 
value. 

The same point has to be considered by 
holders of tho 5 p.c. September, 1928, 
National War Bonds. These are repayable at 
105, and until April next they carry the right 
of exchange into 5 p.c. War Loan on the 
hasis of £105 5s. ód. of the latter for each 
£100 nominal of War Bond. ‘This is an at- 
tractive option, and will probably be exercised 
to a very large extent, but with 5 p.c. War 
Loan quoted at nearly one premium now, and 
the Government option to repay it in 1929, 
that stock zives no promise of appreciating 
substantially in capital value. 


A LIMITED OFFER. 


There is no likelihood that the stock will be 
repaid in 1929, and, unless holders are in- 
duced to convert into some other security, 
the chances are that the Loan will run on 
until the final redemption date, 1947. Holders 
of the 5 p.c. War Bonds, by exchanging into 
5. p.c. War Loan, would receive such an 
amount of that stock as would give them an 
annual income of about 51 p.c. for, ad- 
mittedly, an uncertain period. If they con- 
vert into the new Treasury Bonds they will 
obtain £105 10s. of the latter, giving them a 
slightly higher income for a definitely limited 
time—until 1953 or 1935. What appears to 
be an unsatisfactory point of the new Govern- 
ment offer is that conversion into 4 p.c. Con- 
sols must be effected at latest by July 21, 
1929. In effect, therefore, the option runs for 
only thirteen months, while it can only be 
exercised within definite dates during that 
time. The new issue was well received in the 
city, and was followed by an improvement in 
gilt-edged securities, especially as theyappear- 
ance of the prospectus coincided with the an- 
nouncement that the Bank of England had 
obtained fully £1,500,000 of bar cold. this, 
of course, representing the recent big consign- 
ment from America. 


INDUSTRIAL SHARES. 


Towards the end of last week the market 
for Industria] Shares became much more un- 
settled. Of considerable influence was a sharp 
break in Vocalion Shares, due to heavy selling 
from one particular quarter. The reaction in 
these is not surprising, for it was not easy to 
find justification for the previous spectacular 
advance, and certainly the rise was not war- 
ranted by the figures of the last report. The 
appreciation does not appear to have been due 
to purchases by people with inside infor- 
mation or to any intelligerit anticipation of 
what was to come, but simply the result of 
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speculation. Another unsettling influence was 
the break in shares of greyhound racing com- 
panies caused by the warning to investors in 
such concerns uttered by the Home Secretary. 
But here again the movement ought not to 
have caused surprise. Some of the companies 
for exploiting the new sport were at best 
doubtful propositions, and perhaps because of 
this the promoters took full advantage of the 
craze for 1s. shares, a method of finance which 
is severely criticised in the city. Because a 
company has ls. shares which are entitled to 
a big percentage of surplus profits (if any). it 
does not follow that it is a proposition worthy 
of the support of the careful investor, and 
undoubtedly the flotation of such undertakings 
has been overdone. But, apart from these 
particular features, the Stock Exchange re- 
cord last week was not a bad one. especially 
having regard to the extent of the previous 
upward movement in prices. Even greyhound 
racing shares rallied from the worst. as did 
Vocalions and Mond Nickels. 


OIL SHARES. 

It is satisfactory that the market for Oil 
Shares is now showing a little more backbone. 
helped by the improving tendency of crude oil 
in America. The decision of the Lobitos 
hoard not to pay an intetim dividend was 
rather a shock, though some operators pro- 
fessed that they had expected it. The shares, 
however, quickly recovered from the effects of 
the announcement, and the market generally 
last week closed comparatively firm. At the 
same time the decision of the Lobitos board 
should not be ignored. It means, apparently, 
that the outlook, in the opinion of the direc- 
tors, is still very obscure, and probably that 
a considerable time must elapse before the 
position. once again justifies an interest in 
this disappointing section of the Stock 
Exchange. 


FOR CAPITAL APPRECIATION. 


Prices of industrial shares have risen so 
much this year that it is exceedingly difficult 
to pick out anything giving a promise of 
appreciation in capital value. It is con- 
sidered that the 7 p.c. participating preference 
shares of Cohen, Weenen and Co. are among 
the few which have not risen unduly in value. 
The company was formed to acquire a 
tobacco business of the same name, estab- 
lished over 60 years ago. The capital is 
£700,000, in 600,000 7 p.c. participating pre- 
ference £1 and 100,000 ordinary £1 shares. 
The preference shares are entitled to a 
quarter of the surplus profits after receiving 
their cumulative 7 p.c., and for the last five 
years the profits, before charging deprecia- 
tion, income tax, interest, and salaries, were 
certified as:—1922, £86,143; 1923, £84,922; 
1924, £94,214; 1925, £105,760, and 1926, 
£110,625, giving an average of £96,333. 
Assuming that the net profit § avail- 
able for dividend on the next 
occasion is £80,000, this should be 
sufficient, after making some provision for 
reserve, to pay an extra 24 per cent. on the 
preference shares, bringing up the full re- 
turn to 95 per cent. At present these shares 
stand at about 23s., so that if this possibility 
were realised the yield would be 8} per cent. 
There is, of course, the chance that the next 
profits will show a further important in- 
crease, thus allowing of a still bigger divi- 
dend on the participating shares. A weak 
point of the prospectus was that the whole 
of the purchase money was payable in cash, 
and that of the assets £285,000 figured for 
good-will. 

Allowing for these blemishes, however, ti.e 
shares appear to be a very fair speculative 
investment. 


ANOTHER SELECTION. 


The Ordinary Shares of F. W. Hampshire 
and Co. are also expected to enjoy a con- 
siderable improvement in. the near future. 
The prospectus was a very good one, and it 
is believed that the company is doing very 
profitable business. It manufactures various 
chemical requisites, such as ‘‘ Snowfire,’’ xs 
well as egg powder, etc. The 10s. paid 
shares are obtainable at about 4s. premium, 
but if the expectations of the current year’s 
results are fulfilled this price will prove to 
be fully justified.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW. 
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At the time of writing Manchester has 
given way to the Christmas season, and com- 
pliments seem to be the current rate of 
exchange. So far as butter is concerned, 
although there has been an official drop of 
four kroner in the official quotation, the 
position on spot is firm, and with prospects 
of smaller supplies a much stronger feeling in 
the near future. No official change is recorded 
in the price of bacon, but returns of imports 
during the first eleven months of this year 
were returned at 7,748,782 cwt., compared 
with 6,767,999 ewt. in the corresponding period 
of last year, and 6,754,914 cwt. in 1925, The 
expansion in the Danish bacon industry has 
been little short of marvellous, the quantities 
we received from Denmark in the first eleven 
months of the present year having been 
4,615,147 cwt., compared with 3,282,700 cwt. 
in the same peridd last year. Holland and 
Baltic States have sent increased quantities, 
but much less has been received from Canada 
and the United States. Bacon prices are st 
a materially lower level than obtained at 
this time last year; therefore, it is not 
surprising that the consumption has gone 
ahead by leaps and bounds. There has 
been a big demand throughout the country 
of late for bacon, and the demand has been 
particularly active this week, which is not 
surprising in view of Christmas requirements. 
At the present time there is an excess of 
stout and heavy selections, and progress 
was only made possible on easier terms, The 
killings in Denmark have been unprecedentedly 
large of late, but are now falling off. Advices 
from the United States point to the fact that 
there is a tendency for increased hog produc- 
tion, but this is mostly for home require- 
ments Much less has heen arriving fiom the 
United States and Canada in recent vears. 

Owing to ‘foot-and-mouth disease. restric, 
tions both Salford Cattle and Manchester Pig 
Markets are closed, and business has been 
greatly disorganised in consequence. A 
certain amount of business is being transacted 
at the railway sidings, but otherwise the 

ition as yet is difficult to gauge. At the 

nchester Dead Meat Market trade opened 
very good, buyers operating to cover their 
requirements over Christmas, but, owing no 
doubt, to the weather, there was a very 
slow finish. 

So far as poultry were concerned, the main 
feature. of the week has been the turkey 
trade. . Monday's market saw a firm tone, 
but, notwithstanding the cold weather pre- 
vailing on Tuesday, there was a weaker 
tendency noticeable.

Between Christmas and the New Year 1s 
often a time of great professional activity, 
“and this year is likely to prove no exception 
to the rule. But the lasers of leading 


speculative Industrials are counting upon the 
public coming in after the turn of the year 
and relieying them of their holdings at what 
may prove to be top prices (writes The Sun- 
day Times). It is as well to recognise, there- 
fore, that the boom in this market is becom- 
ing dangerous, and, while it is unlikely that 
the summit has yet been reached, those who 
hold out for the last shilling of profit may not 
prove to be the wisest in the end. Fresh 
flights in the ‘‘talking machine’ group of 
shares are promised by their enthusiastic sup- 
porters, and certainly all the indications 
point to exceptional as nnn in this indus- 
try, but it is, after all, devoted to the supply 
of a luxury, and even if the demand for the 
products continues on the récent scale intensi- 
fied competition and price-cutting are some 
of the risks which the shareholder will have 
to face. Before the last Budget, it may Le 
recalled, a circumstantial rumour went round 
that gramophone records were to be taxed. 
Nothing happened, because the industry wes 
represented to he struggling against foreign 
competition. Whether such an argument 
would still carry weight is doubtful. Many 
Canadian shares, too, have been run up too 
vapidly to inspire confidence in the main- 
tenance of present prices. Much of the 
advance was justified by the prosperity due 
to a good harvest, but buyers at present levels 
would do well to consider the probability that 
got in earher will want to take 
their profits. It seems likely that many new 
Canadian securities will be placed on the 
London market during the coming year, and 
this will give the investor a wider range of 
choice. The strength of British Funds is a 
healthy sign, and has enabled tlie Govern- 
ment to solve one of its more pressing pro 
blems by offering Treasury Bonds in place of 
National War Bonds maturing in September.
